Robert Pickens 
Passes Away 

lao^' Laughlln of 

136B Esperanza received 
word last Sunday, February 
5, that her twin brother 
Robert L. Pickens had 
passed away that morning 
at Tonasket, Washington, 
after a short illness. 

When Robert Pickens 
came In 1908 to the Indian 
trading post of Tonasket, 
Wash., from his native town 
of Ottumwa, Iowa, he was 
the only white settler on tare 
east side of Okanogaji River 
at the time. In 1910 he was 
appointed oo • commissioner 
for several times. 

Through his efforts he got 
the Great Northern Railroad 
to extend the railroad from 
Oriville, Wash, to Weno- 
tachee. He served as a mem¬ 
ber of the state legislature 
and became widely known 
for his political activities. At 
one time he was In the 
apple orchard business with 
his brother. Matt Pickens, 
now of Monrovia, before he 
became a cattle rancher and 
founded the Cattlemen’s As¬ 
sociation, for which he 
served as first secretary and 
several terms as its presi¬ 
dent. 

In addition to his sister 
here and .his brother Matt 
Pickens of Monrovia, Robert 
Pickens is survived by his 
wife, Mabel; three sons. Dr. 
Bruce Pickens of Sherman 
Oaks; Dr. Robert Pickens, Jr., 
of Spokane, and John Pick¬ 
ens of Brewster, Wash., plus 
13 grandchildren.

Further economies can result from elimination of mar¬ 
ginal courses with low enrollment or through greater inter 
campus cooperation so these courses are offered in limit¬ 
ed numbers. 

Tuition fees at the colleges and university and re¬ 
moval of property tax support at the junior colleges also 
will help advance the Master Plan of Education by in¬ 
creasing junior colleges’ responsibility where instruction 
costs less and by permitting the university and state 
colleges to stress upper division and graduate programs. 

The report issued recently by Cal-Tax showed: 

1. The quality of education in the university, state col¬ 
leges or junior colleges is the same but costs more per 
student at the university, less at the state colleges and s: 
less at the junior colleges. 

Looking only at instructional costs per 
student, it costs $441 at the junior colleges, $578 at the 
state colleges and $709 at the university a year. 

Upper division costs per student rise to $781 in the 
state colleges and $1,355 at the university. Graduate stu¬ 
dent costs rise markedly, partially due to the kind of 
laboratory and library requirements to $2,295 at UC and 
$1,098 at the state colleges. 

2. In addition to having lower costs for instruction, 
the costs to parents is lower in the junior colleges bt>cause 
most are within commuting distance. 

3. The junior college system can absorb many more 
students without creating a building problem. The junior 
colleges now are built to 149 per cent of occupancy and 
by 1969-70 will be built to 120 per cent of occupancy. There 
are some individual colleges where this percentage does 
not hold true but on a statewide approach it is. 

4. There is an increasing number of part time 
students, inadequate ethnic and low income distribution 
in California’s higher education institutions. There also 
is a proliferation of low enrollment, marginal value courses 
throughout the sytsem. 'Fhere is apparent lack of co¬ 
ordination between UC and the state colleges. One aspect 
of this is in the overseas campuses. In 1958 there were 
none and now UC has 12 and the colleges 10. 

This also is reflected in competition in research. 

5. Compared with the top industrial states. New York, 

Michigan, Massacusetts, Connecticut, New Jersey, Indiana, 

Illinois, Pennsylvania and Ohio, California ranks first in quate security precautions, 
per capita income, property taxes and all taxes. Califor- spea 
nians also rely 86.3 per cent upon the state higher educa- 
tion institutions for college education. Only Michigan with ' 

81.3 per cent is near and all others are a third to half 
as low. Massachusetts is lowest with 24.2 per cent in « 
public and 75.8 per cent of its students going to privately comi 
supported institutions. have 

Coincidentally California gets the bulk of its out of ting 
its out of state students from these other industrial states. 

6 . Out of state tuition is charged only for the first 
year as California’s law defines a resident as one who 
has boon a bona fide resident of the state for one year. 

Thus after the first year at a California college or uni¬ 
versity, the student can qualify for resident fees. A great 
many out of state students also have tuition fees waived. 

7. Fees at the University of California and the state 
colleges are inflated and not all necessary. The health 
fee is a fixed cost and is not related to enrollment in the 
university. 

At UC 20 per cent of the $245 fee goes to capital out¬ 
lay and debt service on such items as stadiums and stu¬ 
dent centers. Such a fee portion should be looked at by 
itself and not as a part of mandatory charges for support¬ 
ing the university. 

8 . To improve education of the poor, subsistence grants 
are needed in addition to scholarship funds. In the past 
two years four new federal programs and one new state 
program have been added for scholarships, bringing the 
total to eight. These are in addition to private scholarship 
and loan programs and teaching fellowships. 

9. There is indication of need for greater uniformity 
and coordination. UC figures for graduate students are 
not comparable to other enrollment since it counts all 
persons taking even one course as a full lime student. 

10. Out of state tuition is charged at all institutions. 

This is $309 at the junior colleges, $600 (plus $96 in fees) 
at the state colleges, and $980 (plus $225 in fees) at the 
university. At UC 35 per cent of the graduate students 
are non residents. California ranks among the lowest on 
charges for resident students among public institutions 
and is markedly below private institutions even when com¬ 
paring the out of state tuition fees. 

11. Property owners through taxes now pay $137,065,- 
209 for support of junior colleges in California. The 
balance of the totla operating cost of $239,779,853 comes 
from federal and state sources. Thus the state will have 
to pick up at least $137 million the first year if junior 
colleges are to be taken off property tax support and this 
is to be used for property tax relief. Capital outlay and 
debt service on bonds will amount to another $19 million. 

12. Property tax relief would be a coincidental result 
of the program for greater coordination. Tax rates vary 
from junior college district to junior college district but 
the mean rate is 52 cents per $100 of assessed valuation. 

All authority to impose a property tax for general edu¬ 
cation needs should be removed from the codes. Only 
taxes for community service or non educational programs 
should remain in the code.
